The 
seeds of this new. foolproof and delicious lettuce are 
yours for the asking, whether or not you have s coupon, 
whether or not you take the Coloniit. I'd be grateful If 
you would explain this to your friend and neighbors 
who may be hesitating about sending in for their seeds.
